Sanitary reports from Bio. 

Rio de Janeiro, September 20, 1897. 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit the report for the week ended 
September 18, 1897 : 

There were 6 deaths from accesso pernicioso, an increase of 3 ; none 
from yellow fever, 1 in the foregoing week ; 1 from smallpox, none in 
the foregoing week ; 1 from beriberi, a decrease of 3 ; 1 each from enteric 
fever and measles, none in the foregoing week ; none from whooping 
cough, 1 in the foregoing week ; 37 from tuberculosis, an increase of 4, 
and 246 from all causes, an increase of 33. 

The health of the town and port is excellent; no infectious cases 
amongst the shipping. The most prevalent diseases are those of the 
respiratory system, which always prevail during the winter months. 

Bahia. — Telegrams continue to be published here from Bahia, relat- 
ing the continuance of smallpox in that State, especially in the army in 
operations. Nothing very trustworthy is known here.
